HED FOO, Jan. 8.—Borne interesting statistics concerning the de- 


fense of Port Arthur were brought here by a flotilla of Russian 
torpedo boat destroyers which carried numerous chests contain- 


ing a complete record of General Btoessel's army. 


Originally the army numbered 85,000. Eleven thousand have been 


killed; 16,000 are sick or wounded, while 8,000 remained in the forts, 
of whom 2,000 were unable to fight. 


It is learned that when General Btoessei wrote* to General Nogl, 


regarding the surrender of the fortren, he Mid: 
"I have t.OOO men in 


the forts and 8,000 of these are able to fight. If you do not accept the 
proposal, these men will die fighting,' but it will cost you three times 
their number to kill them."

During the seige 266 per cent of the garrison were put out of ac- 


tion, but this remarkable fact is due to the wounded returning to the 
front. 


Cases have been recorded where men have gone to the hospital 


seven times, returning convalescent to the forts.

THE RISE IN SILVER 


T 


HB recent rise In the price of silver, occasioned by 


the demand for that metal Cor coinage purposes 


again demonstrates the correctness .of the advocates of 
free coinage In claiming that it only requires a demand for 
the metal for coinage to reinstate It at its old price. 


The reasons given for the present advance is the short- 


age in the supply for subsidiary coin, which has caused 
the attorney-general to inform the treasury department 
that It may enter the market as a purchaser of bar silver 
for coinage purposes. The decision has caused a flurry 
among the opponents of silver coinage, or rather the fur- 
ther purchase of silver and in casting about for a way in 
which the white metal can be kept in the financial 
morgue, where, they have laid It away for dead, the plan 
has been hit upon to recorn all the sliver dollars now in the 
treasury valuts into subsidiary coins rather than purchase 
new bullion. As every coined dollar in the treasury is 
now in circulation in the form of silver certificates such 
a course would make of the- silver certificates an emascu- 
lated currency without backing save, the. t which is based 
on the confidence which presupposes that the government 
will not repudiate its promises to pay.

Will Ask Legislature for Nearly 


$90,000 In General and 


Special Appropriations 


The new Board of Regents of the 


University of Nevada met with Dr. 
Stubbs, the old board and the mem- 
bers of the. Washoe county delegation 
of the next Legislature yesterday and 
discussed the work of the University 
for the next year. 
The report show- 


ing the money needed to run the in- 
stitution for the next two years, which 
has been prepared by Dr. Stubbs and 
the old boar*, was submitted to the 
new .Regents and was explained In de- 
tail to.the Washoe county delegation. 
The report is quite lengthy and In It 
the Regents show where nearly $90,- 
000 t« needed to run the college for the 
next two years. 
This Includes gen- 


eral and special appropriations. 
The 


regular expenses for the college dur- 
ing the next two years would be $53,- 
419.86, of which amount the Univer- 
sity already has to its credit. $18,000. 
The 
special 
appropriation 
wanted 


amounts to $34,098.70. 


After the report had been submitted 


to the new Regents by the old board, 
the members of the Washoe county 
delegation were Interviewed and re- 
quested to use their influence in gain- 
ing tM necessary appropriation.- A 
member^ of the Board of Regents stat- 
eO. last evening that every member 
had declared himself in favor of the 
rapori and had promised to put forth 
his best efforts for It. 


Following Is a list of amounts ask- 


ed for in the general appropriation for 
1905 and 1906: 


Library, $2,000; Domestic 
Science. 


$200; wood, $1100;' coal, $2700: wood 
for carpenter shop, $350: tools, $100; 
hose, $200; general repairs, $750; con- 
tingent expenses, $760; janitors, $4500; 
gardner and help, $1,000; improvement 
of grounds, $3,000; painting of build- 
ings, $775; gas, electricity and water, 
$3,000; pay roll of professors, $30,- 
000; State assay laboratory, $500; in- 
surance, $1,994.36. 
Total, 
$53,419.88. 


Part of these expenses will be defray- 
ed by $13,000 due as Interest on the 
University bonds. 


The 
special 
appropriation asked 


for are as follows: 
$16,000 for the 


building and equipment of a mining 
and metallurgical building; $6,000 for 
a dining hall; $2.000 for a 
portico 


around Manzanita hall; $675 for the 
purchase of a chemical engine for the 
college; and $9.418.70 to pay off the 
debt on President Stubbs' residence. 


Following the reading of the above 


report the new board, consenting of O. 
J. Smith as chairman, George T. Tay- 
lor, secretary, and W. W. Booher, took 
up the application of Professor Thur-. 
tell, asking for a leave of absence. 
They ordered that he be given a leave 
of absence for one year beginning next 
September. H. 8. Starrett and J. E, 
Bray.the retiring members, then ad- 
dressed the meeting briefly and were 
followed by the members of the new 
board. 
The Regents were entertained by Dr. 


Stubbs at a dinner in the afternoon, 
after an inspection had been made of 
the grounds.
